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Report 


Summary. The birth-rate is below that for the first quarter of 1964 but is the 
same as the average. 


The stillbirth-rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter of 1964, but 
below the average. 


The marriage-rate is above that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 and 
above the average. 


The death-rate is above that for the first quarter of 1964 but below the average. 
The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded for any first quarter. 


Live Births. 25,822 births were registered in the quarter under review, 296 
fewer than in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 20-1, being G-1 below that for the first quarter of 1964, but the same as the 
average. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 5-6 per cent, is 0:3 above that for the 
first quarter of 1964 and 0-9 above the average. 


Of the 25,822 births, 13,391 were of male children and 12,431 of female children, 
being 1,077 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in January num- 
bered 8,580, in February 7,868 and in March 9,374, the equivalent birth-rates 
_ being 19-4, 19-7 and 21-2 respectively. 

Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 519 
and is equivalent to a rate of 20 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths.) _ 
The rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 1 below 
the average. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 10,213, is 785 more than for 
the first quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population is 7:9. It is 0:6 above 
that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 and 0-3 above the average. 


Of the 10,213 marriages, 2,325 were civil marriages, contracted in Registrars’ 
Offices and 7,888 were solemnized by a Minister of religion. In the correspond- 
ind quarter of 1964, civil marriages numbered 2,092 and those with a religious 
ceremony 7,336. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 1,463, in February 2,310 and in 
March 6,440, the equivalent marriage-rates being 3-3, 5-8 and 14-5 respectively. 


Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 17,806 and equal a 
death-rate of 13-9 per 1,000 population. They are 1,296 more than were regis- 
tered in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate is 1-2 above the rate in 
that quarter but 0-3 below the average. 

Deaths registered in January numbered 5,914, in February 5,493 and in March 
6,399, the equivalent death-rates being 13-4, 13-7 and 14-5 respectively. 

Infant Mortality. Deaths of children under one year numbered 617 and are 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 24 per 1,000 registered live births. This 
rate is 3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 and 5 below the average. 
For both legitimate and illegitimate children the mortality rate was 24 per 1,000 
births. 

The neonatal mortality rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 15 per 1,000 
live births and is 2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 

Perinatal deaths (stillbirths and infants under 7 days) numbered 841 and are 
equivalent to a rate of 32 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). This rate 
is 2 below that for the first quarter of 1964. 

Sickness Benefits. The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the 
National Insurance Acts made at National Insurance Offices of the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance in Scotland during the 13 weeks ended 23rd 
March, 1965, was 336,297, of which 92,971 were in Glasgow, 26,081 in Edinburgh, 
12,607 in Dundee and 11,164 in Aberdeen.

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Meteorological Notes 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JANUARY, 1965 

The mean temperature was 36°6°F., 0-9°F. below average. The warmest days were around 
5th-7th and 10th, and the highest maximum temperature was 56°F. recorded at Stirling on 10th. 
The warmest nights were 6th/7th and 11th/12th and the highest night minimum temperature was 
49°F., reported from Machrihanish and Rhuvaal on the 6th/7th. The coldest nights were around 
3rd/4th, 19th-21st and 28th-31st. Temperature fell to 6°F. (26 degrees of frost) at Strachan on 
the 2ist and Camps Reservoir (Lanarkshire) on 30th while at Stanhope Farm (Peeblesshire) 
temperature never rose above 24°F, at any time during the 29th. The lowest temperature on 
the grass was minus 5°F. at Achnagoichan on 2!\st. 

Sunshine amounts were above the average in most places. Rothesay, Helensburgh, Auchin- 
cruive and Dumfries all reported excesses of over 30 hours. Rothesay with 79 hours was the 
sunniest place. At Paisley the total was 54 hours, which has never been exceeded there in any 
January since 1895. It was also the sunniest January at Dumfries since at least 1910. 

Rainfall amounts were generally around the average but there were excesses in places especi- 
ally near the North-east coasts. Driest spells were around Ist-4th, 18th-20th and 26th-31st but 
9th, 10th and 13th were wet days generally. The latter day was particularly wet in the South- 
west where falls of more than 2 inches were reported from quite a number of places. The heaviest 
fall that day was 2:31 inches at Loch Grennoch in Kirkcudbrightshire, and 2-45 inches was 
reported from Blackwater Dam in Argyllshire on 10th. 

Gales were reported on 22 days, fog on 20 days and thunder was heard on 11 days. Snow or 
sleet was reported from one place or another every day and snow as lying every morning. Aurora 
was seen on 4 nights. 

FEBRUARY, 1965 

The mean temperature was 38-3°F., 0-2°F. below average. The warmest days were mainly 
around Sth-7th, 10th-12th and 16th-19th. It was coldest during the first four days and on 28th. 
The highest maximum temperature reported was 54°F. at Brodick (Isle of Arran) on 5th, 6th, 
10th and 17th, while at Dounreay on Sth, 6th, 7th and 17th and at Wick on Sth temperature 
never fell below 45°F. overnight. Air temperature fell to 7°F. (25 degrees of frost) at Carnwath 
on the Ist, to record the lowest minimum for the month and at Braemar and Dall (Loch 
Rannoch) temperature never rose above 29°F. (3 degrees of frost) at any time during the 2nd. 
On thermometers exposed over grass a temperature of 5°F. was recorded at Carnwath on Ist 
and at Braemar and Glenshee on 2nd. 

Large sunshine deficits were reported from Eastern and Northern areas while there were ex- 
cesses in some places in the Central belt and in the mid West. At Nairn (27 hours) it was the 
most sunless February since at least 1907. At Stornoway there has not been a duller February 
since 1903. The sunniest places were Campbeltown with 97 hours and Dunblane with 95 hours. 
Forres with 24 hours reported a deficit of 50 hours from average. 

Only in restricted areas in the North-east was rainfall above average. Most other places had 
a very dry month and amounts in the order of 10 to 20 per cent of average were reported from 
many areas. It was the driest February for over thirty years over Scotland as a whole. The 
11th and 12th were wet in North-west and Western districts and a fall of 1-91 inches was reported 
from Dalness (Argyll) on the 12th. 

Gales were reported on 8 days, fog on 14 days and thunder on 2 days. Snow or sleet was 
reported from one place or another on 16 days and snow as lying on 19 mornings. Aurora was 
seen on 7 nights. 

MARCH 1965 

The mean temperature was 39-7°F., 1-9°F. below average. It was coldest during the first few 
days and warmest during the last few days of the month. The highest temperature recorded 
was 69°F. at Turnhouse (Edinburgh Airport) on 29th, which was the warmest March day there 
since 1945. In contrast the lowest temperature at Turnhouse was 13°F. recorded overnight on 
Ist/2nd, to give the lowest March temperature recorded at an Edinburgh station since at least 
1840. At Dumfries where a minimum of 10°F. was recorded on the same night, there has never 
been a colder March night since 1862, although one occasion of similar temperature occurred 
in 1947. The lowest air temperature reported was minus 4°F. (36 degrees of frost) at Braemar 
overnight on Ist/2nd. At Elgin and Hilton (Aberdeen), temperature never fell below 52°F. 
overnight on 28th/29th while at some Highland and Border places temperature never exceeded 
28°F. on one of the days Ist-3rd. The lowest temperature on the grass was minus 9°F. at 
Glenshee overnight on Iist/2nd. 

Sunshine totals formed no very definite pattern in comparison with average, but there were 
deficits at stations on the East coast from the Forth to Aberdeen and good excesses were reported 
from Auchincruive (Ayrshire) and Dumfries. The sunniest places were Prestwick and Auchin- 
cruive with 134 hours each. 

Total precipitation exceeded average in South-east, Central and Clyde districts and also in the 
outer Hebrides. Parts of the North-east received less than half the average. Wick had its 
driest March since 1929. The 16th, 26th and 27th were wet days in the West and the highest 
daily fall was 2:84 inches at Kinlochourn (Invernessshire) on the 16th. 

Gales were reported on 17 days, fog on 21 days and thunder locally on 3 days. Snow or 
sleet occurred at one place or another on 26 days and snow was reported as lying on 22 mornings. 
Aurora was seen on 7 nights.

Summary. The birth-rate is below that for the second quarter of 1964 and 
below the average. 


The stillbirth-rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter but below the 
average. 


The marriage-rate is below that for the second quarter of 1964 and below the 
average. 

The death-rate is above that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 but below 
the average. 


The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded for any second quarter. 


Live Births. 25,663 births were registered in the quarter under review, 1,134 
fewer than in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 19-7, being 1-0 below that for the second quarter of 1964 and 0-7 below the 
average. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 5-9 per cent., is 0-4 above that for the 
corresponding quarter of 1964 and 0-9 above the average. 


Of the 25,663 births, 13,204 were of male children and 12,459 of female children, 
being 1,060 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in April numbered 
8.651, in May 8,611, and in June, 8401 the equivalent birth-rates being 20-2, 19-5 
and 19-6 respectively. 


Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 447 and 
is equivalent to a rate of 17 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). The rate 
is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 2 below the average. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 7,843, is 829 fewer than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population is 6-0. It is 
0-7 below that for the second quarter of 1964 and 0-4 below the average. 


Of the 7,843 marriages, 1,925 were civil marriages contracted in Registrars’ 
Offices, 5,914 were solemnized by a Minister of religion and 4 were registered on 
the authority of the Court of Session. In the corresponding quarter of 1964, 
civil marriages numbered 1,906, those with a religious ceremony 6,765, and 1 was 
registered on the authority of the Court of Session. 

Marriages registered in April numbered 3,314, in May 1397 and in June, 3,132, 
the equivalent marriage-rates being 7-7, 3-2 and 7-3 respectively. 

Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 15,026 and equal a 
death-rate of 11-6 per 1,000 population. ‘They are 78 more than were registered 
in the second quarter of 1964. The rate is 0-1 above the rate in that quarter but 
0:1 below the average. 

Deaths registered in April numbered 5,319, in May 5,084 and in June 4,623, 
the equivalent death-rates being 12-4, 11-5 and 10-8 respectively. 

Infant Mortality. Deaths of children under one year numbered 575 and are 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 22 per 1,000 registered live births. This 
rate is 1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 and 3 below the average. 
Among legitimate children, the mortality was 22 per 1,000 births and among 
illegitimate children 28. 

The neonatal mortality rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 16 per 1,000 
live births and is 1 below that for the second quarter of 1964. 

Perinatal deaths (stillbirths and infants under 7 days) numbered 807 and are 
equivalent to a rate of 31 per 1,990 total births (including stiilbirths). This rate 
is 1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 

Sickness Benefit. The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the 
National Insurance Acts made at Nationa! Insurance Offices of the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance in Scotland during the 13 weeks ended 22nd 
June, 1965, was 270,454 of which 70,660 were in Glasgow, 20,207 in Edinburgh, 
10,637 in Dundee and 9,652 in Aberdeen.

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Meteorological Notes 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
APRIL, 1965 

The mean temperature (45-:2°F.) was 0-6°F. below average. The warmest days were around 
Ist-3rd, 15th and 29th-30th and the highest temperature reported was 67°F. at Kinlochewe on 
the Ist. The warmest nights were around 4th, 15th, 17th and 29th. Temperature never fell 
below 49°F, at Falkirk on 4th, and Kinloss, Turnhouse and Renfrew on 15th. The coldest 
nights were Ist, 2nd and around 19th-22nd and the lowest reported air temperature was 19°F. 
(13 degrees of air frost) at Buddon Ness. On the 20th temperature never rose to more than 
40°F. at any time at Achnagoichan, Braemar, Balmoral and Whitehillocks. The lowest tem- 
perature measured over grass was 7°F. at Achany on Ist. 

Sunshine amounts were above average in almost all areas. Nairn reported the greatest excess 
of 39 hours and Marchmont followed closely with 36 hours excess. The sunniest place was 
Usan (near Montrose) which recorded 198 hours. At Perth (192 hours) there has not been a 
sunnier April since 1942, although a similar total was recorded there in April, 1962. 

There were large variations in rainfall totals over the country. Amounts were generally well 
above average in Western districts, while some areas in the East and South were below average. 
At Achnashellach where the total was 9-90 inches, it was the wettest April since 1950. The 
driest periods were during the first week, around 20th/21st and at the very end of the month. 
The 16th was a particularly wet day especially in the West and on that day 1-91 inches was 
recorded at Younger Botanic Garden (near Dunoon). 

Gales were reported on 13 days, fog on 11 days and thunder on 14 days. Snow or sleet was 
reported at one place or another on 23 days and snow as lying on 2 mornings. Aurora was seen 
on 9 nights. 


MAY, 1965 

The mean temperature was 50-3°F., 0-3°F. below average. The warmest days were around 
13th and 14th and the highest temperature was 78°F. reported at Kelso on 14th, while tempera- 
ture never fell below 58°F. at St. Abbs Head overnight on 13th/14th. It was coldest over the 
early days of the month and around 16th-20th and the Ic west air temperature recorded was 24°F, 
(8° of frost) at Dundeugh (Kirkcudbrightshire) on 19th and Leadhills on 19th/20th. On 17th, 
temperature never exceeded 41°F. at any time at Salsburgh. The lowest temperature on the 
grass was 18°F. at Onich on 19th, Glenshee on Ist and 19th and Bargrennan on 19th and 20th. 

The marked feature of the month was the lack of sunshine everywhere. Considering the 
principal towns it was the most sunless May since at least 1936. Deficits of more than 50 hours 
from average were almost general. The most noteworthy was Tiree where the total of 141 
hours was 93 hours below the May average. At Inverness and Fortrose the totals have never 
been lower for any May since 1911. The sunniest place was Campbeltown with 176 hours. 

Rainfall amounts were very variable. In Northern and inland areas they were generally above 
average while in coastal strips in East and West they were less than average. Only small amounts 
were recorded in most places from 10th-13th and 28th-31st and the 8th was a wet day particularly 
in the North-West. The highest daily fall was 1-75 inches at Kinlochourn (West Inverness- 
shire). 

Gales were reported on 9 days, fog on 13 days and thunder on 14 days. Snow or sieet was 
reported from one place or another on 8 days and snow as lying on 2 mornings. Aurora was 
seen on | night. 


JUNE, 1965 

The mean temperature was 56-1°F., 0-2°F. above average. Day temperature was 0-7°F. below 
average but night temperature was 1-1°. above average with many mild nights from the 12th 
onwards. There were only a few very warm days mainly 9th, 10th and 29th. The highest tem- 
perature reported was 77°F. at Batterflats (Stirling) on 9th. The coldest days were Ist, 4th to 
7th, 11th, 12th, 16th, 24th, 26th, 27th. In parts of Aberdeenshire on the 11th temperature didn’t 
exceed 49°F, The lowest air temperature reported was 28°F. at Whitehillocks on Ist and the 
lowest temperature over grass was 23°F. at Carnwath also on Ist. 

Sunshine was below average for the second successive month. It was particularly dull in the 
North-East, in some western coastal districts and parts of the Southern Uplands with deficits 
of between 40 and 70 hours below average. Fortrose had its dullest June since 1916 and Tiree 
the dullest since 1942. Over the rest of the country the deficit below average varied from just 
over 30 hours, e.g., at Aberdeen, St. Andrews and Glasgow to less than 10 hours in parts of the 
South and South-West. Dunbar with 206 hours (7 hours more than the June average) was the 
sunniest place. 

It was a wet month over much of the country especially in the West, with rainfall reaching 
about two times the average in parts of the North-West, the Western Highlands, and some hilly 
areas of the South-West. Parts of the North-East mainly just north of the Grampians were 
drier than usual with only about three quarters of the average rainfall for June. At Dumfries 
and Dundee this was the wettest June since 1948, at Helensburgh the wettest since 1938 and at 
Onich there has only been one wetter June (again 1938) since the record began there in 1923. 
Among oe highest daily falls were 2-90 inches at Kinlochourn and 2:81 inches at Ratagan both 
on the 23rd. 

Gales were reported on 13 days, fog on 27 days and thunder on 9 days.

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Report 


Summary. The birth-rate is below that for the third quarter of 1964 and below 
the average. 

The stillbirth-rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 
below the average. 

The marriage-rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 
below the average. 

The death-rate is above that for the third quarter of 1964 and above the 
average. 

The infant mortality rate is below that for the third quarter of 1964 and below 
the average. 

Live Births. 24,880 births were registered in the quarter under review, 1,091 
less than in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population is 18-9 being 0-9 below that for the third quarter of 1964 and 
0-5 below the average. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 5-8 per cent., is 0-4 above that for the 
third quarter of 1964 and 0-9 above the average. 

Of the 24,880 births, 12,819 were of male children and 12,061 of female 
children, being 1,063 male births per 1,000 females. 

Births registered in July numbered 8,596, in August 8,418 and in September 
7,866, the equivalent birth-rates being 19-4, 19-0 and 18-4 respectively. 

Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 448 
and is equivalent to a rate of 18 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 
The rate is the same as the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 2 below the average. 

Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 12,009 is 114 more than in 
the third quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population is 9-1. It is the same 
as that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 0-1 below the average. 

Of the 12,009 marriages, 2,541 were civil marriages, contracted in the Reg- 
istrars’ offices and 9,467 were solemnised by a Minister of Religion, and one was 
registered on the authority of the Court of Session. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1964, civil marriages numbered 2,372, those with a religious ceremony 
9,523. 

Marriages registered in July numbered 3,906, in August 3,441 and in September 
4,662, the equivalent marriage-rates being 8-8, 7-8 and 10-9 respectively. 

Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,859, and equal a 
death-rate of 10:5 per 1,000 population. There are 215 more than were regis- 
tered in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate is 0-1 above the rate in 
that quarter and also 0-1 above the average. 

Deaths registered in July numbered 4,649, in August 4,682 and in September 
4,528, the equivalent death-rates being 10-5, 10-6 and 10-6 respectively. 

Infant Mortality. Deaths of children under one year numbered 534 and are 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 21 per 1,000 registered live births. This 
rate is 1 below that for the corresponding quarter of the previous year and 2 
below the average. The mortality among children, both legitimate and illegiti- 
mate, was 21 per 1,000 births. 

The neonatal mortality rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 16 per 1,000 
live births and is 1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 

Perinatal deaths (stillbirths and infants under seven days) numbered 800 and 
are equivalent to a rate of 32 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). This 
rate is 1 below that for the third quarter of 1964. 

Sickness Benefit. The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the 
National Insurance Acts made at National Insurance Offices of the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance in Scotland during the 13 weeks ended 21st 
September, 1965, was 234,881, of which 65,785 were in Glasgow, 16,558 in Edin- 
burgh, 8,982 in Dundee and 7,474 in Aberdeen.

26 1965 : THIRD QUARTER 
Meteorological Notes 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JULY, 1965 

The mean temperature was 54:1°F., 4:8°F. below average, the lowest ever recorded for the 
principal towns in records going back to 1856. The mildest period was from 17th to 22nd with 
the highest temperatures in the Northwest, 79°F. being recorded at Fort William and 75°F. at 
Achnashellach on 20th and 74°F. at Poolewe on 18th and 19th. On most other days tempera- 
ture was below average, the coldest being 3rd, 6th, 10th, 11th, 13th, 14th, 28th, 29th. In parts 
of Aberdeenshire on 28th temperature didn’t exceed 46°F. Night minima of 31°F. were re- 
corded at various places on 6th, 17th and 30th. The lowest temperature over grass was 23°F. 
at Achany on 15th and Dyce on 17th. 

The month was dull in the East and South with deficits below average of between 40 and 70 
hours near the east coast south of Aberdeen. At St. Andrews there has been only one duller 
July (1931) since 1913 and at Edinburgh only one duller (1944) since 1936. In the Northwest 
sunshine was above average by more than 20 hours in several places, and Lerwick had its 
sunniest July since 1955. 

Rainfall was above average for most of the country and approached two and one quarter 
times the average in parts of the Lothians and Peebles-shire and around Inverness. At Stobo 
Castle this was the wettest July since 1900. Edinburgh has had only two wetter July months 
in this century and Kelso only three wetter in records back to 1888. In contrast to this there 
was little more than one half of the average in Shetland and parts of the Northwest. It was drier 
than usual also from the Northwest southwards to West Perthshire, and in parts of Aberdeen- 
shire and the Southwest with only about three quarters of average in places. 

Gales were reported on 3 days, thunder on 9 days and fog on 19 days (high level stations 
excluded). Snow or sleet was reported on Cairngorm on 3 days. No aurorae were seen. 


AUGUST, 1965 

The mean temperature, 56-0°F., was 2:2°F. below the average. The warmest period was in 
the week beginning 12th, temperatures over 75°F. being reported from several widely separated 
places, the highest being just over 77°F. at Prestwick on 12th. 

The coldest days occurred at the beginning, and the end of the month with 52°F. at Baltasound 
on ist and at Strathy on 2nd, and 53°F, at Penicuik, Blyth Bridge, West Linton and Leadhills 
on 2nd. 51°F. was recorded at Barr on 26th and 50°F. at Lerwick and at Hamnavoe and 52°F. 
at Glenlivet and Duntulm on 3lst. 

Night minima of 32°F. or less occurred during the first and last weeks, the lowest being 30°F. 
(2 degrees of frost) at Braemar and Balmoral on 2nd and at Carnwath on 27th. 

The highest night minimum temperatures were during the second week with 65°F. at Polloch 
and 63°F. or over at Glenlochar on 12th and at Fort William, Duntulm and Poolewe on 13th. 

The lowest temperature over grass was 23°F. at Achany on 2nd. 

Sunshine was above average in all Eastern districts from the Moray Firth Southwards 
and in most of the Southwest, excesses of over 20 hours being recorded in many places, the 
greatest being 53 hours at Dunbar. Deficits in the West and Norvh included 12 hours at 
Helensburgh, 11 hours at Tiree, 7 hours at Wick and 4 hours at Lerwick. 

* Rainfall was below average in most Eastern parts of the country. Inthe Deeside and Glenesk 
(Angus) areas falls were less than half the average. In the West there were excesses in most 
places, the largest being in the Kinlochleven and Lochaber areas where amounts exceeded the 
average by over 50%. Because of its showery nature daily amounts of rainfall showed con- 
siderable variation from place to place, but falls of over 1 inch were widespread on 4th. 

Gales were reported on 12 days, thunder on 5 days and fog (excluding high level stations) 
on 16 days. Aurora borealis was reported on 7 nights. 

SEPTEMBER, 1965. 

The mean temperature, 53-3°F. was 1:3°F. below average. The warmest days occurred 
during the first and third weeks, temperatures over 68°F. being reported from several widely 
separated places, the highest being 71°F. at Dinnet on 15th and at Banff on 21st with 70°F. at 
Lossiemouth on 2nd and at Faskally on 15th. 

The coldest period was 6th to 9th with the temperature remaining below 50°F. in many places 
and not rising above 36°F, at Cairngorm on 8th. 

Night minimum temperatures of 32°F. or less occurred during the first week and early in the 
second week, the lowest being 28°F. (4 degrees of frost) at Strachan on 2nd. The highest night 
minimum temperatures occurred during the second half of the month with temperatures re- 
maining above 54°F. in many places on 21st and 22nd, the highest being 58°F. at Elgin on 21st 
and at Haddington and Dunbar on 22nd. The lowest temperature over grass was 22°F. at 
Cannich on 3rd. 

Sunshine was below average everywhere, deficits of over 50 hours being recorded in most 
Eastern districts. At Stornoway it was the dullest September since records were started in 
1880. At Marchmont it was the dullest September since 1908 and at Renfrew since records 
began in 1920. 

Rain occurred in measurable amounts in one place or another on practically every day, the 
only days on which little or none fell were Ist, 2nd, 11th, and 18th to 20th. Rainfall was above 
average over the whole country except for some of the Inner Hebrides, and parts of Argyllshire, 
Inverness-shire and Ross and Cromarty. Some places as far apart as Moray and parts of the 
Lothians and Berwickshire had more than twice the average. In many parts it was the wettest 
September on record and Edinburgh has had only one wetter September (1927) this century. 

Gales were reported on 15 days (widespread on 21st), thunder on 6 days, and fog on 18 days 
(excluding high level stations). Aurora borealis was reported on 5 nights.

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Note.—Jn addition to the usual quarterly return of births, deaths and marriages 

which begins on page 11, this Report provides on pages 3 to 10 a short preliminary 

return of the main population and vital statistics for the year 1965. The full 

statistics will in due course be given in the Registrar General’s Annual Report. 
The figures now given are provisional but may be taken as fairly accurate. 


Preliminary Return for 1965 


The population and vital statistics for the year 1965 are given in Tables IA and 
IIA on pages 5 to 9 of this Return. The main features of the tables are briefly 
indicated below. 


Population. It is estimated that the population resident in Scotland at 30th 
June, 1965, was 5,203,900. The natural increase (excess of births over deaths) 
during the year ending 30th June, 1965, was 40,566 and the estimated net mig- 
ration loss was 43,000, of which it is estimated 22,000 was to other parts of the 
United Kingdom and 21,000 abroad. 


Births. There were 100,660 live births in Scotland in 1965, 3,695 fewer than in 
1964. It is the lowest number in any year since 1959. The birth-rate was 19-3 
per 1,000, 0-7 below the 1964 rate and 0-5 below the average. Male births num- 
bered 52,037 and female 48,623, being equivalent to 1,070 male births per 1,000 
females. 


Stillbirths numbered 1,835, 65 fewer than in 1964, and the rate of 17-9 per 1,000 
births (live and still) is the same as 1964 which was the lowest ever recorded in 
Scotland. 


Marriages. Marriages registered during the year numbered 40,475, 220 more 
than in 1964. The marriage-rate was 7:8 per 1,000, 0-1 above that in 1964 and 
0-1 above the average. Ministers of religion solemnised 31,201 marriages. 9,269 
marriages were contracted in the offices of Authorised Registrars and 5 were reg- 
istered on the authority of the Court of Session. Civil marriages comprised 22-9 
per cent of the total marriages. 


Deaths. There were 62,868 deaths from all causes, 1,829 more than in 1964 but 
220 below the average. The death rate was 12-1 per 1,000 compared with 11-7 in 
1964 and is the same as the average. 


There were 2,327 deaths of infants aged under one year, giving a rate of 23-1 per 
1,000 live births, the lowest rate ever recorded in Scotland. Of these deaths, 1,602 
were under 4 weeks, giving a record low neonatal rate of 15-9. Perinatal deaths 
(stillbirths and infants under one week) numbered 3,225 and equal a rate of 31-5 
per 1,000 (live and still). 


Table HA shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 1965, 
classified by sex and cause and by age and cause. 


A comparison of deaths by age-groups 1965 and 1964 shows increases among 
those aged 65 and over, while most groups below the age of 65, apart from the 
infants, show little change. The death-rate at ages under 45 was 1-8 per 1,000, 
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the same as that for 1964, and at ages 45 and over it was 31-4 compared with 30-6 
in 1964. 


Causes of Death. The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
was 128, 20 more than in 1964, a death-rate of 2 per 100,000. There were 20 
deaths from meningococcal infections (21 in 1964), 10 from measles (9), 1 from 
whooping cough (2), none from typhoid fever (1), none from diphtheria (1) and 
none from scarlet fever (including streptococcal sore throat) (1). 


There were no deaths from acute poliomyelitis either in 1964 or 1965. 


Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) showed a decrease from 375 in 1964 to 354 
in 1965. The death-rate was 7 per 100,000, 2 below the average. 316 of the 
deaths were from respiratory tuberculosis, 21 fewer than in 1964 and the rate of 6 
per 100,000 is 2 below the average. Non-respiratory tuberculosis deaths totalled 
38 which is the same as in 1964. 


There were 11,924 cancer deaths, 140 more than in 1964 and 477 above the 
average. Deaths from cancer of the respiratory system accounted for 3,120 com- 
pared with 3,009 in 1964 and the average number of 2,761. 


Deaths from heart disease totalled 21,483, 802 more than in 1964. They ac- 
counted for 34 per cent of all deaths, the same percentage as in 1964. 


There were 10,493 deaths from vascular lesions of the central nervous system 
compared with 10,123 in 1964, and 431 from ulcer of the stomach and duodenum 
(447). 


Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (other than tubercular, malig- 
nant and influenzal) numbered 5,470 compared with 4,965 in 1964. Deaths from 
pneumonia (except of newborn) numbered 2,052 compared with 1,738 in 1964 and 
from bronchitis 2,854 compared with 2,668. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth rose to 38 from 
24 in 1964. This represents a rate of 0-4 per 1,000 births (live and still). 


Deaths from congenital malformations and diseases of early infancy numbered 
1,898, 132 fewer than in 1964. 


Deaths attributed to violence numbered 2,946, 120 fewer than in 1964. Of 
these 415 were ascribed to suicide, 804 to road transport accidents, 1,054 to acci- 
dents in the home and 673 to other forms of violence. The numbers from these 
causes in 1964 were 425, 815, 1,190 and 636 respectively. 


Details of deaths from accidents in the home and transport accidents by sex, 
age and broad cause groups for the year 1965 are given in tables IIIA and IVA.

REPORT 


Summary. The birth-rate is below that for the fourth quarter of 1964 and 
below the average. 

The stillbirth-rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter in 1964 but below 
the average. 

The marriage-rate is above that for the fourth quarter of 1964 and also above 
the average. 

The death-rate is above that for the fourth quarter of 1964 and also above the 
average. 

The infant mortality rate is above that for the fourth quarter of 1964 but below 
the average. 

Live Births. 24,296 births were registered in the quarter under review, 1,175 
fewer than the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population is 
18-5 being 1-0 below that for the fourth quarter of 1964 and 0-6 below the average. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-0 per cent, is 0:7 above that for the 
fourth quarter of 1964 and 1-1 above the average. 

Of the 24,296 births, 12,623 were of male children and 11,673 of female children 
being 1,081 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in October num- 
bered 8,242, in November 7,707 and in December 8,347, the equivalent birth-rates 
being 18-6, 18-0 and 18-9 respectively. 

Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 421 and 
is equivalent to a rate of 17 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). The rate 
is the same as that for the corresponding quarter in 1964 but 2 below the average. 

Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 10,407, is 151 more than for 
the fourth quarter of 1964. The rate per 1,000 population is 7:9 which is 0-1 
above that for the fourth quarter of 1964 and 0-3 above the average. 

Of the 10,407 marriages, 2,478 were civil marriages contracted in the Registrars’ 
offices, and 7,929 were solemnised by a Minister of religion. In the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1964, civil marriages numbered 2,245, those with a religious 
ceremony 8,011. Marriages registered in October numbered 5,355, in November 
2,637 and in December 2,415, the equivalent marriage-rates being 12-1, 6:2 and 
5:5 respectively. 

Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,172 and equal a 
death-rate of 12:3 per 1,000 population. They are 235 more than were registered 
in the corresponding quarter of 1964. The rate is 0-1 above the rate in that 
quarter and also 0-1 above the average. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4,636, in November 5,445 and in Dec- 
ember 6,091, the equivalent death-rates being 10-5, 12-7 and 13-8 respectively. 

Infant Mortality. Deaths of children under one year numbered 600 and re- 
present an infant mortality rate of 25 per 1,000 registered live births. This rate is 
2 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1964 but 1 below the average. The 
legitimate and illegitimate mortality rates were 22 and 37 respectively. 

The neonatal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 17 per 1,000 live births 
and is 2 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1964. 

Perinatal deaths (stillbirths and infants under 7 days) numbered 777 and are 
equivalent to a rate of 31 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). This rate 
is 1 above that for the fourth quarter of 1964. 

Sickness Benefit. The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the 
National Insurance Acts made at National Insurance Offices of the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance in Scotland during the 13 weeks ended 21st 
December, 1965, was 304,107 of which 81,556 were in Glasgow, 23,693 in Edin- 
burgh, 11,879 in Dundee and 11,141 in Aberdeen.

Meteorological Notes 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 


OCTOBER 1965 

The mean temperature, 49:-4°F. was 0-6°F. above average. 

The warmest days and nights occurred during the first and fourth weeks. Day temperatures 
of over 68°F. were reported from several places, the highest being 72°F. at Mertoun on Sth and 
Cape Wrath on 22nd and 70°F. at Camps Reservoir on 6th. Night minimum temperatures re- 
mained above 53°F. in many places, not falling below 57°F. at Sule Skerry on 22nd or 54°F. at 
Poolewe on 5th. 

The coldest days occurred during the fourth week with the temperature remaining below 
46°F. in several places and not rising above 42°F. at Mertoun and Kelso on 23rd. 

The coldest nights occurred during the third and fourth weeks with several places reporting 
minimum temperatures below 26°F., the lowest being 16°F. at Happendon Station and 20°F. at 
Braemar, Cannich and Carnwath on 24th. 

Sunshine was above average at all northern mainland stations and in a few places in the West 
and Southwest but elsewhere it was below average. While Gordon Castle had its sunniest Oct- 
ober since 1920 Blackford Hill, Edinburgh, has recorded only two duller Octobers since 1907 and 
Paisley had its dullest October since 1940. Rainfall was near or above average in the Shetlands 
and in West and Central Scotland but markedly below average in the South and the North- 
east. Apart from the 13th to 16th rainfall was confined to the beginning and the end of the 
month. Falls of over 2 inches were reported from a few places on 4th, but from several places 
towards the end of the month, the heaviest being 3-97 inches at Ardgour where over 10 inches 
were recorded during the last six days of the month. 

Gales were reported on 11 days, thunder on 4 and fog on 22 days. Aurora borealis was 
reported on 6 nights. 


NOVEMBER 1965 

The mean temperature, 38-4°F. was 4-6°F. below average, the coldest November since 1925. 

The warmest period occurred around 9th, day temperatures of over 55°F. being reported from 
many places (the highest being 59°F. at Haddington, Kilmarnock and Prestwick on that date) 
with the night temperature remaining above 50°F. in several places. 

The coldest days occurred around 25th with the temperature remaining below freezing point in 
several widely scattered places, the coldest being Coire Cas Shieling, 22°F. (10 degrees of frost) 
with 28°F, at Earlshill and 29°F. at Braemar, Fort Augustus and Leadhills. 

The coldest nights were around the middle of the month, Braemar recording 7°F., Balmoral 
10°F. and Fyvie Castle 14°F. on 15th. Another cold period occurred towards the end of the 
month with the temperature falling to below 22°F. in many widely separated localities on 29th. 

The lowest temperature over grass was 1°F. at Achany on 15th. 

Sunshine was above average over the whole country except for the extreme North and North- 
east. Auchincruive with 93 hours had 42 hours above average while Aberdeen (Craibstone) with 
49 hours had 11 hours below average. 

Rainfall was above average over most of the Southeast, the Northeast, Ross and Cromarty and 
Sutherland, elsewhere apart from Arran it was below average. Precipitation occurred in meas- 
urable amounts on most days. Snow fell in a few places during the first week but was more 
widespread during the last two weeks and much of the country was under snow at the end of the 
month. Falls of over 1 inch of rain in 24 hours were reported from many places during the third 
and fourth weeks, the heaviest being 2-13 inches at Colzium House, Kilsyth on 19th. 

Gales were reported on 20 days, thunder on 11, fog on 23 and snow or sleet on 24 days. Snow 
was reported as lying on 18 mornings. Aurora borealis was reported on 7 nights. 


DECEMBER 1965 

The mean temperature 37:1°F. was 2:6°F. below average, the coldest December since 1950. 

The warmest period occurred around the middle of the month with temperatures over 50°F. 
being reported from many places, the highest being 55°F. at Machrihanish, Kirkcaldy and Dun- 
bar on 17th. The night temperature remained above 45°F. in many places on 15th, not falling 
below 50°F. at Machrihanish or 48°F. at Tiree, Rhuvaal and Turnhouse. 

The coldest days and nights occurred over most of the country towards the end of the month 
with the day temperature not rising above 28°F. (4 degrees of frost) at Mertoun, Carnwath and 
Camps Reservoir on 27th and the night air temperature falling to 7°F. at Cannich on the night 
of 28th/29th but the coldest night in any one locality was recorded at Braemar where the tem- 
perature fell to 3°F. on Ist/2nd. 

The lowest temperature over grass occurred generally towards the end of the month with 2°F. 
being recorded at Achany and Carnwath on 28th/29th but Braemar reported the lowest grass 
minimum in the country, 0°F., on the morning of 2nd. 

Sunshine was below average from Stonehaven north to Wick but was above average elsewhere. 
While Forres and Fortrose have had only one duller December in over 30 years Dumfries had its 
sunniest December since at least 1909. 

Measurable amounts of precipitation (rain, sleet or snow) fell on practically every day although 
there were two or three dry days in the South about the beginning of the last week. The wettest 
days were 4th, 8th, 14th, 17th and 18th when many places reported falls exceeding an inch in 24 
hours. Rainfall was below average in most central! districts, the Northwest and parts of the 
Southeast. Elsewhere it was above average and in some places in the Northeast it was twice the 
average. 

Gales were reported on 20 days. Fog on 18, thunder on 5 and snow or sleet on 31 days. 
Snow was reported as lying on 31 mornings and Aurora borealis was reported on 7 nights.
